These sums of money were given 
defendant by his employers, the 
Unton Insurance Soelety of Canton, 
for the purchase of revenue stamps. 

Mr.- E. H. Williams, the Assistant 
Attorney Gencral,’ conducted the 
Prosccutlon, while Mr, Leo D'Almada, 
Snr., represented accused. 

No opening statement was given, 
ard the prosecution called {ts wit- 
nesses to give evidence. 

Mr.-J. Bentley, in charge ‘of the 
Sceretarlal Department of the Union 
Insurance Society, said thot accused 
was an employee of the Company, 
where he had worked since 1923" 
He resigned on July 31, 1936, after 
having been witness’. assistant sinee 
1926, Accused’s particular duty was 
the keeping of the Share Register 
and Ledger. :

, stopped him, saying he was a police- 


mun, ond asked to see the contents. 
The man refused, and struggled when 
the detective tried to take the, basket 
nway. ‘ ; : 

While the detective was taking out 
his whistle‘to summon help, Lee 
mannged to break away, and running 
own Wal Ching Street, dashed into 
No. 30, the door of which was open. 
When his pursuer tried to enter, Lee 
tnatched up a kitchen knife and 
threntened to kill the detective, who 
pulled out his revolver and fired a 
‘shot, which did not scem to have any 
effect as Lee remained standing. 
After warning him to drop'the knife, 
the detectlve fired again, and Lee 
fell with a bullet in his left leg, He 
was arrested and taken to the hos- 
pital. The basket was found to:con- 
tain a stolen chicken.

Neutrality Act Cannot 
Prevent Shipments 
STATE DEPARTMENT UNABLE 
TO PROHIBIT LICENSING 


Washington, Dec. 28. 
A licence for the first shipment of acroplancs from the 
United States to Spain, for the Spanish Government, since 
the outbreak of the civil war, has been granted a firm of 


‘aircraft brokers. Its total value is. approximately 
£500,000. ‘ 


While the Government has hitherto by the use of 
“moral suasion” prevented the filing of applications for 
licences to export armis; the State Department emphasises 
it has no authority under the Neutrality Act to refuse such 
licences.—iicuter. : 

WASHINGTON EXPLAINS 
; The State Department has issued its first licence. 
to export arms and ammunition to Spain, authorising

-end the caddie generally has his way. 
Only the other day, at a ‘well-known 
London club, I came across a rare 
instance of an ‘adamant employer. 
“Very well, sir? sald the caddic 
respectfully, "I. cunnet carry for 
you,” and, as the other caddics were 
not prepared to blackleg, the player 
had no option but to give way. 

He was left with thirteen clubs, 
six being left behind, together with

CLUBS TO DISAPPEAR 


Of. the present modern sets of mat- 
ched iron clubs, numbered from one 
to ten, including a sand-wedge nib- 
Nek, which has become extremely 
popular, four would necessurily have 
to dlsappear.. To decide on which 
four would not be an casy matter. 
The first to go would, J suppose, be 
the No. 1, a useful implement in the 
hounds .of the good player, but not 
often used by the double-figure 
handienp man, .who' relies on the 
tpoon to take Its place. * . 


As the Nos. 2, 3, 4,.and § would 
retaln thelr places, the player would 
have to choose between the 6 (spade~ 
mashie), 7 (mushie-niblick), 4 
(deeper and more lofted mashie-

THE SAND-WEDGE . 


It is true that recovery from bun- 
kers is made cusier by uso of the 
sand-wedge club, but J, fail to see 
why this should be a bar to Its use, 
for anything that odds to the enjoy- 
ment of the golfer, and helps to make 
the round more pleasant, {s, in my 
view, altogether desirable, ‘Unfor- 
tunntcly, too many people think only 
in ‘terms of the expert, and forget 
entirely the great army of handicap 
players-who are the bulwark of the 
game, and play at It purely for 
amusement ond relaxation, ' 


It is the same-with the ball. “Let 
us have a ball (say the reformers) 
which the expert, ind the slogper, 
eunnot hit so far} they are ruining 
the game." Again, they forget that 
the average player cannot hit the 
present ball fur engugh, and that 
there ts no fenr he will ever ruin 
the game by reoson of the distance 
he gets, or is ever likely to get.
